Ifecf difficulties you are undergoing are quite understandable, 
and we trust we shall be able to support you at least to «ome ex- 
tent. Already we have made a preliminary check of the reference 
indices and have brought out some general studies on the subject 
of persecution. A study of these should indicate the source and 
nature of information available* If so, we shall get in touch 
with you to discuss your needs in more specific detail.
